During the regular bimonthly 
meeting, the Coffee County 
Commission offered its support 
Monday morning, March 24. to 
the City of Enterprise in its 
efforts to prepare a site for the 
new Hyundai supplier that will 
so locate within the Yancey 
Parker Industnal Development 
Park. 

Enterprise Mayor Tim Alford 
addressed the commission 
Monday morning, and he said 
the city needs the help of the 
commission in preparing a site 
for HSR&A which recently 
announced it will be locating in 
Enterprise. Alford said the com- 
pany is now being referred {o as 
HSAA (HS Automotive 
Alabama). 

“We are on a fast track in order 
to be ready,” Alford said. “We 
request the county assist us with 
manpower and equipment to pre- 
pare the site.” 

He said if work such as remov- 
ing the top soil and preparing the 
area for construction is done by 
local manpower, then approxi- 
mately’ $200-250,000 can be

What happens at equinox? 

Far from being an arbitrary 
indicator of the changing seasons. 
March 20, March 2] in some 
years, is significant for astronom- 
ical reason. On March 20, 2003. 
at precisely 8:00 p.m. EST (01:00 
Universal Time-March 21). the 
sun will cross directly over the 
Earth’s equator, The moment is 
known as the vernal equinox in 
the Northern Hemisphere. For 
the Southern Hemisphere, this 1s 
the moment of the autumnal equi- 
nox. 

Translated literally, equinox 
means “equal night”, Because 
the sun is pasitioned-above the 
equator, daysand night are about 
equal in length all over the world 
during the equinoxes, This brief 
but monumental moment owes it 


significance: to the 23.4-degree 
tilt of the earth’s axis. 

Modern astronomy aside, peo- 
ple have recognized the yernal 
equinox for thousands of years 
There is no shortage of rituals and 
traditions surrounding the com 
ing of spring. Many early people 
celebrated for the basic reason 
that their food supplies would 
soon be restored. The date is sig- 
nificant in Christianity because 
Easter always falls on the first 
Sunday after the first full moon 
after the vernal equinox. The 
Spring Equinox is also known as: 
Alban Eilir, Eostar, Eostre, Feast 
of Annunciation of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, Festival of Trees. 
Lady Day, NawRuz, No Ruz, 
Ostara, Ostra, Rites of Spring. 
and the Vernal Equinox,
